DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group III, claims 32-37, in the reply filed on 
6/22/2007 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-31 are cancelled. 
Claims 38-40 are added. 
Claims 32-40 are under examination 

Deposit 

H425 antibody 

With respect to claims 34-36, 38-40, it is apparent that the H425 antibody is required to practice 
the claimed invention. As a required element, it must be known and readily available to the 
public or obtainable by a repeatable method set forth in the specification. If it is not so 
obtainable or available, the enablement requirements of 35 USC 112, first paragraph, may be 
satisfied by a deposit of the cell line / hybridoma which produces this antibody. See 37 CFR 
1.801-1.809. 



In addition to the conditions under the Budapest Treaty, applicant is required to satisfy that all 
restrictions imposed by the depositor on the availability to the public of the deposited material 
will be irrevocably removed upon the granting of a patent in U.S. patent applications . 

Amendment of the specification to recite the date of deposit and the complete name and address 
of the depository is required.
